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DISCUSSING THK FORCE BILL. 


Several Good Speeches Sinde in the Senate— 


Other Business. 


WASHINGTON, December 18.— Immediately 

after the approval of the journal, the senate, 
on motion of Mr. Hale, went into secret ses- 
ston, Which lasted but a few moments. In its 
regular order a bill camo up to terminate the 
reduction in numbers of the engincer corps of 
the navy. Passed. 
e Mr. Sherman called up the bill providing 
wnt the tariff act shall not be he:d to impede 
orimpair the force of treaties between the 
United States and another country. 

Mr. Gorman said that ho would 
object to the consideration of the measure for 
the present. ‘The tariff bill had been passed 
hastily, and this proposition to continue its 
provisions should be fully discussed. 

Mr. Morgan regretted that the gentleman 
should make any objection. The United 
States, by the hasty passage of the tariff bill, 
was inflicting injustice upon Haiwaii and 
doing itself injustice by a formal) breach of the 
treaty. He desired to encourage a still more 
intimate arrangement with Haiwii, and he 
thought the bill should be passed without 
delay. 

Mr. Sherman said that while he felt sure 
that Mr. Blackburn would favor the bill, he 
would not press it in his absence. The bill, 
therefore, went to the calendar. 

Lhe election bill was then taken up, and 
Mr. Coke addressed the senate in opposition to 
it. It proposed, he said, to thrust rudely aside 
State authorities which had for a century con- 
trolled elections, and to substitute for them an 
army of partisan supervisors and deputy 
marshals who are to direct and control the 
registration and polling of votes, and partisan 
returning boards to dothe counting and certi- 
Heation of the result. Of course the bill in- 
volved the conclusion that the people of the 
several states were for some reason unfit to be 
trusted to hold, in their own way, elections for 
their representatives in congress, as they had 
always heretofore been doing. Against the bill, 
as @ whole, and in all its details and especially 
against its libellous reflection on the capacity 
of the people of the states for self-government 
and its audacious, assumption that all hon- 
esty, virtue and intelligence found in the 
country were possessed by federal officials, he 
entered his most earnest protest. 

Mr. Cullom addressed the senate. He con- 
fessed some disappointment that the commit- 
tee on privileges and elections had deemed it 
necessary to reporta bill of such great length. 
He had hoped that the present supervisor law 
might be amended without great difticulty and 
without adding very many new sections to it. 
But, as the committee had = given 
the subject long and patient study, 
he accepted the bill as the best that could be 
framed to meet the evils complained of, with 
the understanding that he should favor such 
amendments as might be offered and might 
meet his approbation. There was no virtue, 
he argued, in the argument of the democratic 
senators that the general government had no 
right, under the constitution, to control and 
manage the elections of representatives to con- 
gress in the states. Common sense and the 
constitution of the United States both declared 
that the general government had that right, 


and the duty was imposed upon it by the con- 


stitution and by the results of the war to pro- 
tect the negro of the south in his right to cast 
a free ballot, and to have a fair 
count in his right to exercise 
(without fear of violence, and undeterred by 
threats of any kind) all the political rights of 
American citizens. The freedman’s republic- 
anism was, Mr. Cullom said, the reason why, 
in the thoughts of southern democrats, he 
should lose his suffrage. The time was at 
hand when the authority of the government 
must be interposed in behalf of the negroes at 
the south. State authorities would have to be 
compelled to respect the rights of negro voters. 
Then compulsion would have to be applied 
under legai authority. Congress would bave 
to enact laws under which all elections for rep- 
resentatives in congress should be con- 
ducted. The government would have to as- 
sume control in the management of all 
such elections, and to provide means for the 
protection of its elective officers in the dis- 
charge of their duties. All the talk which 
the senate has heard about the character of 
supervisors and deputy marshals had no bear- 
ing upon the question. It was the duty of the 
government tosee toit that honest men were ap- 
pointed to those positions. He.knew full well 
that the passage of the bill would give to the 
lawless elements at the south an excuse for 
mob violence and rebellion against national 
authority, but he wassure that such results, 
hinted at rather than expressed, would not 
dag the bill beg@g enacted into a law and 
ing approved. 

Mr. Bate, asa lover of individual liberty, 
opposed the bill. He opposed it because he 
believed itto strike at the freedom of the 
ballot, and tended to breed disturbances and 
to destroy the peace and quiet of society. It 
was an usurper of the rights the of states and of 
men. It wasa promoter of central power in 
the federal government, at the expense of the 
rights of the states, if not of their autonomy. 
It was sectional, and struck at the south. He 
believed it to be the most prominent of the 
many finger-boards on the political highway 
that pointed toempire, Such legislation in a 
republican government was at all times 
dangerous and vicious, and was especia}ly 
so a} the present time. If he might employ the 
language of the declaration of independence 
against the British king, he would say of .the 
bill that it proposed to ‘‘erect a multitude of 
new oftices, and tosend swarms of oflicers to 
harass the people.” 

At 4:20 o'clock, atthe suggestion of Mr. 
Gorman, that Mr. Bate would prefer not to 
tinish his speech this evening, the election 
bill was laid aside informaliy, and several 
bills were taken upand parsed. Among them 
were house bills for public buildings at Rome, 
($25,000), and Reidsville, Mo., ($25,000). 

After a short executive session, the senate 
adjourned. a 


THE DAY IN THE HOUSE 


Spent in Discussion on Parliamentary Points. 
Not Mgch Business Done. 

Wasuinaton, December 18.—In the house, 
the bill was passed for the construction of a 
bridge across Duck river by the county of 
Humphreys, Tenn.

ASHEVILLE CONVENTION AT WORK. 
An Attack ink Mn Ratiroad Scalper—The 
Force Bill Alluded To—The General 
Work of the Convention. 


Asnervi.ir, N. C., December 18.—[Special.] 
Tho convention got down to business this 
morning, and during the day several very ime 
portant measures have been adopted. 

It has been decided that the scalpers of rail 
road tickets are a menace tojthe south, also 
that they interfere with the iniiux of emi- 
grants, and consequently they must be 
abolished. The discision was not reached 
Without a struggle. Tho scalpers had friends 
along the delegates, and a very pretty fight, 
which occupied a great part of the morning 
session, had to be fought to the bitter end be- 
fore the report of the railroad committee was 
voted on and adopted. When, however, Presi- 
dent Bryant put the question, after several 
fiery speeches had been made, the result was 
an overwhelming victory for the railroad com- 
mittee, and a corresponding defeat of the 
scalpers’ contingent, 

THE FORGE BILL ALLUDED TO. 

A sensation was caused by the introductien 
of this resolution, fathered by W. H. Malone, 
of Alabama: 


Whereas, It is the sense of this convention that 
between the north and 


ail sectional. animosities 
south should cease ; that the agita- 
tion of sectional questions tends 
to retard the general prosperity of the whole 
country ; therefore, 

Resoived, That we deprecate as unwise and im- 
politic the present agitation in congress of what is 
‘(nown as the national election law, or force bill 
and do hereby protest against the enactment of 
this bill into law. 

No sooner had the secretary read the resolu- 
tion than a how! was raised that the interstate 
convention was held to promote immigration, 
and that politics should have no part in its 
deliberations. In spite of the fact that every 
man in the house was strongly opposed to the 
force bill, a motion, introduced by J. Polk 
Johnson, of Kentucky, prevailed,and thé,orig- 
inal motion was tabied. 

OTHER RESOLUTIONS SHELVED.

THK RAILROAD QUESTION. 


The committee appointed to make sugges- 
tions to correct grievances met and considered 
railroad business, and made the following 
report: 

see committee begs leave to report unanimously 
that it endorses the plan adopted by the railways 
of selling what are called “home seekers” and land 
excursion tickets to promote aad encouragé im- 
migration, and recommends that a com- 
mittee of three appointed , by the 
southern interstate linmigration conven- 
tion to apply to the several passenger and 
traffic 2esociations for an extension of the sale of 
such tickets at aslowarat2 and atas frequent dates 
as can be secured. As far as the practice of scalp- 
ing or ticket brokerage wakes the sale of such 
tickets on numefous dates and from many points 
at low rates hazarcous to the revenue of the trans- 
portation lines selling such tickets, and diverts 
the use of such tickets from their original pur- 
poses, the committee recommends that this con- 
vention memorialize congress to prohibit 
scalping or ticket brokerage by an amendment to 
the interstate commerce act, as recommended by 
the interstate commerce commission in its fourth 
annual report. That we further recommend 
that each state delegation to this« conven- 
tion bring the action of this convention to 
the attention of the congressional representatives 
of their respective states, and ask their co-opera- 
tion in securing the proposed legislation... Also, 
that the saine state delegations ask the legisla- 
ture of their several states to instruct their repre- 
sentatives in congress toenact legislationoutlined 
by the interstate commerce commission. 

The report brought on a discussion, partici- 
pated in by the representatives from nearly 
every state. Finally the report was adopted. 

MANAGER CHILTON’S REPORT. 

i. TB. Chiiton, of Austin, Tex., general 
manager of the southern interstate cotnmerce 
convention, then made his report. After 
greeting the delegates warmly, he said it must 
rest with the future to reveal, through the 
results brought about by the plans laid down 
in this convention, how wise and great is the 
south. He went on to say that the object of 
the convention was to attract good men from 
all states, and capital from all nations. ‘‘We 


be 


welcome,”’ he said, ‘‘new settlers in the work ° 


of placing the southern section of the union in 
the position where it justly belongs.’’ He spoke 
of the work accomplished by the Florida bureau, 
which had sent one exhibit to Boston and two 
to be shown at fairs in the north, and that in 
consequence about 500 letters of inquiry had 
been sent to the bureau headquarters. A 
ood deal has been done in the advertising 
ine, a contract having been made by which 
more than $200,000 worth of advertising was 
secured. During this year exhibits of southern 
products had been — in New Jersey 
and New York, and at three points in Canada, 
also ir Maine, Peunsylvania, Indiana and 
Michigan. Exhibits by trains of cars he 
deemed impracticable, but asa mode at-ex- 
positions was certainly advantageous. Man- 
ager Chilton continued: 
if the means will justify, we propose to engage 
speakers who will address meetings in the east. 
north and west, and contend against the preju- 
dice against the south. It is also pro to use 
the ste ticon, showing views of interest in the 
south, and representatives will start out inside of 
ninety days. If the convention endorses the plan 
and scope of work as mapped out in 1888, this as- 
sociation will be the most powerful body of men 
ever banded together for the upbuilding of any 
country, and tlic success that will sp ly come 
te the south will be the marvel of the world. With 
one accord and that union of sentiment and inter- 
est from which alone strength can ¢ome, we gill 
at no distant day, achieve a fuller measure of 
greatness through vur own efforts as well as 


rite. 
mes COLONEL WADDSLL’S WorK.

THE NEXT CONVENTION. 

During the afternoon several delegations 
‘made bids for the nextconvention. No action 
was, however, taken, and al] such resolutions 
were turned over to the executive committee. 
___Mr. Glessner, the chairman of the Georg a 
Melegation, advised against any resolutions 
being submitted looking to the choice of 
a Georgia eity. He _ claimed that 
more effective work could be done 
later, as the choice will rest with the execu- 
tive committee, and the chances seem very 
favorable for the choice of Atlanta. 

Another matter of serious importance, 
which may be of immense benefit to Atlanta, 
is the choice of new headquarters. General 
Manager Chilton has hitherto had the head- 
quarters at Austin, Tex., where he lives. He 
‘Said yesterday that Austin was not a suitable 

_Place, as it was not sufficiently central. He 
openly favored Atlanta, and almost all the 
delegates agree that Atlanta is the proper 
lace. If the city will offer any inducements, 
t will surely secure the headquarters. 
The’ afternoon was mainly occupied by a 
poceKed speech by Mr. James McKenzie, of 
engucky, one of the world’s fair commission- 
ers. It wasexpected that he would speak of the 
world’s fair. Instead, however, the speech 
- Was @ protracted culogism on North Carolina.

THE FINANCIAL BILL. 


Senator Sherman Reports It and Has It 


Referred. 

WASHINGTON, December 18.—Mr. Sher- 
man reported to the senate from the 
finance committee, this morning, the financial 
bill agreed upon by the republican caucus last 


The onty chenge of: corseqtétce 
made in the measure last night was the 
limitation on banks having a capital of not 
more than $50,000 of the operation of the 
provision, reducing to $1,000 the compulsory 
requirement of deposits of bonds with the 
treasury. 

Also, Senator Allison’s proposition for an 
international arrangement to secure uniform- 
ity in ratioin silver coinage, with a provision 
for the appointment of three commissioners to 
represent the United States and an appropria- 
tion for their salaries and expenses. It is 
generaily understood that the purpose of Sena- 
tor Sherman in having the bill recommitted 
to the finance committee, was to retain control 
of the measure in that committee, and prevent 
the possibility of a motion being made prema- 
turely in the senate to consider and amend the 
bill.

HIS BANDAGED EYES 


DO NOT PREVENT HIM FROM 
SPEAKING. 


PARNELL KEEPS HIS ENGAGEMENTS 


And Addresees His Sympathizers in Several 
Towns—Davitt Makes Some Pewerful 
Arguments Against Parnell. 


Dustin, December 18.—Mr. Parnell started 
for the village of Goresbridge today, despite 
the protests of hisdoctors. Physicians warned 
him that he ran the risk of increasing the in- 
flammation of his eyes, which they said might 
result in the loss of his right eye. Parnell 
drove for twelve miles with his eyes bandaged, 
and with a shaw] wrapped about his head and 
shoulders to protect him from the bitter cold. 
He was accompanied by Scully, John Red- 
mond, O’Kelley and Nolan. A crowd of many 
hundreds of persons, headed by a band of 
music, met the Parnellites as they were enter- 
ing Goresbridge. 

REDMOND’S SPEECH. 

Mr. Redmond opened the speech making. 
He appealed to the voters to show the world 
that they could conduct an election without 
descending to disgraceful scenes. He said it 
it was the humiliation of Ireland to find those 
of her men participating in an election, at a 
crisis in her national life, resorting to obscure 
scurrility that would disgrace the lowest 
degrees of city slums. [Cries of ‘‘Healey!” 
‘‘Tanner!’’] An assassin has been found to 
throw quick lime into the eyes of the defense- 
less man whose name, whatever his short- 
comings might be, would live in history as that 
of the greatest Irishman, since the days of 
Hugh O’Neil. [Cries of ‘‘shame!”] Was 
there a man among them who, seeing Parnell 
led aimed before them, did not feel the blood 
coursing hotly through his viens? 

The speaker here shouted: ‘‘We’re ready to 
resent the dastardly, murderous Outrage.’’ 
[ Cheers. } 

He then said that those responsible for the 
deed were not merely actual throwers of lime, 
butalso men who hurled every insult low 
thoughts could devise at the head of Parnell. 

PARNELL ADDRESSES THE CROWD. 

Amidst continuous cheering, Parnell was 
then assisted towards the front of his 
Wagonette and addressed the people. He re- 
ferred to the splitin the Irish party as due to 
English dictation. Throughout the address, 
however, he generally expressed himself in 
terms he had used in previous speeches. 

COMMENTS OF UNITED IRELAND. 

United Ireland says that when the offices of 
the paper were taken possession of by Parnell, 
he discharged no member of the staff except 
Bodkin, acting editor. Ifa few members of 
the staff stayed away, Parnell cannot be 
blamed for filling their places with other men. 
In an article on the political situation, United 
Ireland says that the result of the coming par- 
liamentary election in Kilkenny: touches Ire- 
Jand’s existence as a nation. The maintenance 
of nationhood depends upon freedom 
from alien dictation. Men of spirit 
and judgment should have instantly re- 
pudiated Gladstone’s pretention, _ but 
the dissident Irish leaders, with a solitary 
exception, were not honest followers of Par- 
nell, and were not strong in mind or heart. 
The plot to degrade Parnell, the paper says, 
had been hatching for years, and the conspira- 
tors only awaited a chance to put their scheme 
into effect. Personal hatred, vanity, enVy or 
ambition moved many of the plotvers, while 
others. were actnated -; by. baser. motives. 
Healy’s putrid scurrifity, Tanner’s debauched 
ruffianism and Davitt’s rancorous jealousy, 
miserable pettiness and sinister visciousness 
are significant. The chapter of the Catholic 
diocese of Dublin has adopted a resolution 
urging ecclesiastical authorities to abstain 
from taking action in the Parnell matter, the 
Catholic laity being divided on the question. 

WHAT DAVITT’S PAPER SAYS. 

The London Labor World, Davitt’s paper, 
in the course of an article on the Irish situation, 
says: 

Every hope founded on Parnell’s sup honor, 
patriotism and political honesty has n dashed 
to the ground. He has more than justified all 
that his worst foes have ever said about him. His 
tactics in Ireland are the crowning disgrace of his 
career. False to his friends, false to his country, 
he stands revealed as the most unscrupulous 
tyrant that ever rode rough-shod over the hopes 
and sentiments of a nation. Let the end be what 
it nay, Parnell will be forever more impossible as 
a leader of the united Irish people. 

PARNELL AT GOWRAN. 

At the conclusion of the meeting in Gores- 
bridge, Parnell and his‘party proceeded to the 
town of Gowran. They were well received at 
this place and Parnell spoke from a window 
to a large crowd which had gathered in front 
of they hotel where he was stopping. 

Mr. Dayitt issneda manifesto entitled ‘‘Facts 
for Voters,’’ and the Parnellite party has sent- 
outa counter manifesto summing up argu 
ments for their side. 

The Healyites held a successful meeting at 
Urlingford today. Healy and Davitt were 
the principal speakers. 

Rev. Mr. Park, moderator of the Presby- 
terian assembly of Belfast, has issued an ad- 
dress to his brethren in Great Britain, in be- 
half, he says, of a million and a quarter 
of the Irish non-conformists who are 
unanimously opposed to home rule, 
except in the shape of a local government 
measure conferred by the imperial parliament, 
which alone is competent to deal with reme- 
dial legislation for Ireland. The address ex- 
presses the conviction that the evils of the 
Dublin parliament would only be deepened by 
recent events. It also expresses regret because 
of Gladstone’s silence in regard to Parnell till 
he found that England was aroused.

FIGHTING THE INDIANS. 


A Courier Brings In News of a Skirmish 
With the Hostiles. 

DENVER, December 18.—A News special 
from Cheyenne River, via Rapid City, at 3:30 
o’clock this morning, says a courier ig just in 
and has aroused the camp. He says that a 
party of fifteen men is besieged fifty miles 
from here on Spring creek, at Daly’s ranch. 
The Indians have made three attempts to fire 
the premises, one nearly successful. One of 
the opponents is Hon. W. H. Daly, aid-de- 
camp to the governor of the state. The cou- 
rier who brings the news had to make a dash 
through the Indians, firing both pistols right 
and left. Oneofthe bullets penetrated his 
overcoat. He rode by a circuitous route to our 
camp. General Carr has sent Major Tupper 
with 100 men to the rescue. Should the com- 
mand meet the Indians they will make short 


-work of them, as Major Tupper is very deter- 


A News special from the camp of the Sixth 
Cavalry, of Cheyenne river, via Kapid City, 
says: Major Perry’s command was joined 
early this morning. and Scout Gus Craven re- 
ported that near Smithville a large number of 
Indians were seen in a small creek in the 
breaks. A number of shots were exchanged, 
and while the government wagons were cross 
ing Spring creek they and the escort were 
attacked by about forty Indians, and over 10 
shots were exchanged. One soldier was 
wounded and another shot through the hat. 
A troop of Captain Wells’s cavalry came te 
their rescue, and the Indians, seeing this, ran 
away. Craven reports having seen sixty-three 
teepees, which contained about 100 Indians. 
They were camped near the mouth of Spring 
creek early this morning, and troops were sent 
out, but the hostiles had again returned to the 
Bad Lands. General Carr sent last night and 
tonight armed parties to guard the ranch, where 
an Indian was killed yesterday, to protect it. 
The dead Indian is laid out in front of the 
ranch with his rifle beaide him to act asa bait 
to attract other Indians to capture the body. 
A number of Indians have been around all 
day, but do not dare toapproach. The Indian 
killed was a nephew to Kicking Bear. 

Yesterday General Carr sent a troop of cav- 
alry up into the Bad Lands to watch any move- 
ment of the hostiles. A signal was entablished 
by the troops and our camp by three relays, 
Should the troop be attacked they were to be 
reinforced from here. They reported about 
seventy teepees being seen in the Indian 
stronghold and totally inaccessible. 

GENERAL MILES HEARD FROM. 

CmicaGco, December 18.—Adjutant General 
Corbin has received the following dispatca 
from General Miles, Rapid City, 8. D.: 

My information was reliable and positive of Sit- 
ting Bull’s emissaries and runners going to differ- 
ent tribes inciting themto hostility. The order 
for his arrest was not given too soon, as he was 
about leaving with 100 fighting m:n. The effect 
has been disheartening to many others. I have 
directed troops to destroy or capture a few that 
escaped after his death from Standing Rock. Gen- 
eral Brooks has more than 1,000 lodges, or 5,000 
Indians under his control at Pine Ridge,but there 
are sti]l 250 lodges, or over 1,000 fighting Indians 
in the Bad Lands. 

THE DEATH OF BULL HEAD. 

A Fort Yates special says: Bull Head, the 
lieutenant of the Indian police, who led in the 
capture of Sitting Bull, and fired the two 
hots that’ killed him, died this evening at 
5:30 o’clock. Though he received three severe 
wounds, one in the arm, one in 
the leg and one in the stomach, the 
surgeons had ho to save him. 
His brother policemen, who were given to 
hope that he would recover, are overwhelmed 
with grief. Reports at the agency today indi- 
cate that the fugitives from Sitting Bull’s camp 
are preparing to return to their abandoned 
homes.

The Judge and the Lawyers Have an Ugly 
Spat—Interfering: with the Witnesses. 
Misa Neliic Forsyth on the Stand. 

Macon, Ga., December 18.—[Special.]—The 
conspiracy trial grows more seusational as it 
grows older. . 

Yosterday’s proceedings were probably never 
before heard of in the history of any court in 
this country. 

Today a scene took piace in the courtroom 
that caused a wave of excitement to go 
though the entize assembly. 

Tie nature of the evideuce submitted this 
morning by the prosecution went to show that 
during the politica! efforts of Hall to get to the 
legisiature, he had used words of a somewhat 
intlammatory character. 

MeCormick, the first witness called, said he 
attended a meeting in Dodge county, at 
which Mall spoke of his being confined in the 
Savannah jail on account of his standing up 
‘or the rights of the people. He said be was a 
martyr. He spoke of the ~ land 
monopoly below there doing nothing for 
the country. He did not, however, refer to 
the people of Dodye or their interests. He 
spoke of the people of Telfair county being so 
much toblame. At the reference to Hall’s 
services in Telfair, Wright Lancaster cheered. 
The witness said he wasarelative of Mr. Sapp, 
who ran against Hall. 

Hamilton Clark, the next witness, said he 
Was present at a speech delivered at Eastinan 
in September last by Hail.

The question being raised, the sen- 
ave has, no doubt, acted for the best on 
the suggestion of its president that it 
would be unconstitutional to create in an 
appropriation bill the object for which 
the appropriation was to be made. In 
that view of the case the part of wis- 
dom was to vote the necessary appropri- 
ation for the branch colleges already in 
existence and leave the work of creat- 
ing new ones for a separate enactment. 

It is claimed by a distinguished edu- 
tator, who publishes a card elsewhere in_ 
this issue, signed ‘‘Lex,’’ that the branch 
colleges ought to be abolished. Among 
several reasons which he gives for that 
destructive policy, one is that there ought 
to be an academy in every county in the 


_ state, to the support of which the state 


should contribute. We sre glad to see 
this progressive idea in his argument, 
but we fail to see how he connects it 
with a retrograde movement. If we are 
going to have more academies we make 
‘poor progress by abolishing what we 
have. Rather let us keep these as a 
nucleus and go on at the summer ses- 


.\_sion to perfect a plan which will give 


more—at least one for every congres- 
sional district. That would be more in 
keeping with the needs of the hour and 
the spirit of the times; and it would be 
more in keeping with the ideas of a 
farmer legislature which, so far, has 
surpassed all its predecessors in the lib- 
erality and breadth of its educational 
measures, A legislature which has appro- 
priated $1,000,000 for common schools 
cannot afford to break faith with five 
vranch colleges which the state long ago 
ook under its wing.

The Chicago Inter Ocean regards Geor- 
gia’s appropriation of $22,500 a year for two 
years to the Technological school as a smal! 
matter, but admits that it is an encouraging 
sign. Our contemporary goes on to say: 

A state with an ill-paid and ignorant body of 
laborers must be a poor and ignorant state; it has 
no escape from this condition. A thousand 
wealthy planters, a thousand wealthy mine- 
owners, a thousand wealthy manufacturers, a 
thousand wealthy bankers will not make Georgia 
a rich state, even though each of the four thousand 
were ten times a millionaire. The northern states 
are rich because the proportion of the wage- 
earners who own homes, Rave money in savings 
banks, or shares in building or investment associa- 
tions, is large. The south is poor because only 
one-tenth of 1 per cent of all the money lodged ‘in 
savings banks throughout the United States is 
found in the south. This condition endures be- 
cause the people are ignorant. Schools of tech- 


‘nology will do much to change this condition, but 


unless they are open to all the youth of the state, 
they will fail of their proper degree of usefulness. 

In the main, these remarks have a sound 
basis, but they show a misapprehension of 
the situation.

A Suggestion. 

An esteemed correspondent, who is a banker 
in an inland town, makes a good sugges- 
tion. 

Our correspondent says that we not only 
need the free coinage of silver, but we also 
need a better distribution of both gold and 
silver. In Georgia, for example, the govern- 
ment should deposit $1,000,000 in coin in 
each of the cities of Atlanta, Macon, Au- 
gusta, Savannah and Columbus. The agents 
should deliver coin to any part of their dis- 
tricts free upon receiving the amount in 
paper currency. During the cotton season 
in southern towns large sums of silver are 
used and néeded. Butinthe spring silver 
has to be shipped at heavy express charges 
to New York or New Orleans. Now, if 
there was a redeeming agent in each large 
southern city bankers in the small towns 
would be put to much less expense in 
obtaining silver, and in getting rid of it, and 
would not, as at present, be compelled to 
hoard paper currency for fear of a general 
demand from depositors. 

As the situation stands, southern banks 
send their exchange to distant points and 
are deprived of the use of their money for 
from four to ten days, thus causing large 
sums of money to remain idle, profiting no- 
body.

chine we have in our present financial sys- 
tem.

THE WESTERN AND ATLANTIC COM- 
MITTEE TAKES ACTION, 


The Zachry Resolution Is Considerably 
” Modified—The Important Features of 
the Committee’s Keport. 


The commission idea prevails. 

The Western and Atlantic committee agrees 
upon a resolution and the whole matter 
will come up in the house today for de- 
cision. 

Yesterday was an important day in state 
road matters. The lessees met in the 
morning and at the same time the special / 


‘Western and Atlantic committee was per- 


forming the duty assigned to it by the 
house. The results of both meetings are 
given here. 


The Western and Atlantic railroad commit- 
tee of the house has fixed things. 

The members were in session all of yesterday 
and it was only late in the afternoon that the 
final settloment of the question was reached. 

After a thorough investigation of all the 
provisions of the Zachry resolution, the com- 
mittee agreed upon its report, and authorized 
Mr. Atkinson, of Coweta, the chairman, to 
draw up resolutions embodying the plans de- 
cided upon to be reported to the committee 
this morning, and then hurried to the house 
for consideration. 

THE MATTER SETTLED. 

In the resolutions that will appear before the 
house this morning, the chief plan will be as 
follows: 

To authorize Governor Northen to appoint 
a board of commissioners to consist of eight 
members, instead of five as provided by the 
Zachry resolution. 

Before the board of commissioners the entire 
question of betterments will come, and they 
will have utter control of the settlement of the 
knotty question that has so long bothered the 
law makers of Georgia, their decision being 
tinal, with the governor’s approval, 

HOW THEY MUST ACT. 

The commissioners are required to give, in 
their report,the law upon which their findings 
are based,and the governor is allowed recourse 
to the supreme court to settle all legal issues. 
The governor is also given the veto power 
over the report of the commissioners, but, 
after he has veteod any one decision, the re- 
port is to be sent back to the committee, that 
the point involved may be furtherinvestigated. 

There was only one dissenting member in 
the commitiee room to the decision just out- 
lined, and that was Mr. Berner, of Monroe. 

Afte¥ the committee adjourned, a subcom- 
mittee visited Governor Northen, for confer- 
ence about the action of the lessees. 


The lessees met yesterday morning. 

And an interesting and important meeting 
it was. 

All of the shareholders in the lease com- 
pany were represented either in person or by 
proxy. The meeting was held‘in room 104 at 
the Kimball. Senator Brown was on hand to 
preside over the deliberations.

THE BRANCH COLLEGES CRITICISED. 


An Attack on Them by a Distinguished 
Educator. ‘ 


EprITror ConsTITUTION: As the action taken by 
the house of representatives in withholding ap- 
propriations from the branch colleges, has been 
severely and variously criticised, ashort defense 
of that action is in place. It was not because the 
houge was narrow or stingy Or an enem¥ to educa- 
tion: On the’ contrary, that body has shown a re- 
markable liberality,: and especially in the pro- 
vision of funds for educational purposes. But 
some of the reasons were: 

1. These institutions are largely local. At least 
50 percent, and in some instances 75 per cent of 
the patronage comes from the immediate vicinity 
of the branch college. To make an appropriation 
to such a school was treating other communities 
with unfairness. It was a violation of the maxim: 
“special favors to none.” 

2, A large number of the students are under ten 
years of age. Itseems unfair to the remaining 
300,000 children in Georgia to give these few a ten 
months’ school at the state’s expense when the 
others were provided only witha three months’ 
school.

ALLEGED TO HAVE RULED IN MA- 
RIETTA. 


One Murder, Several Attempts to Murder 
and Wholesale Violations of the 
Revenue Laws. 


Justice 

May now be vindicated, : 

And a death blow may be dealt the Marietta 
blind tiger operators, who have fpr two years 
been running things in and around that town 
to suit themselves. 

The phases of this notorious state of affairs 
have been many and varied. 

White men, many of them well known, are 
back of the tworingleaders, themselves whites, 
while a number of desperate negroes have 
been used as accessories in carrying on the 
business. 

ine blind tiger men have a number of 
schemes for evading the law, and for escaping 
conviction after once arrested and brouglit to 
trial, but their favorite pian is as as follows: 

One of them will take a wagon-load of 
whisky and drive out into the country, say 
twenty-tive or thirty miles, tothe house ofa 
man in whom he can place iniplicit trust. 
This friend will at once circulate pretty freely 
among the surrounding farmer gentry, with 
the remark: ‘“Now’s your chance, boys.” 
The word whisky is not uttered, 
but the ‘“‘boys”’ know what is 
meant, nevertheless. The go-between will 
take their orders for whisky and give them to 
the dealer. The latter wil! them fill bottles 
with the varying amounts of liquor, and carry 
them to designated parts of a corn field, where 
he leaves them and takes up his money, after 
which he drives away. The “‘boys’’ are posted, 
and when the seller gets out of sight each 
comes forth and gets his “licker.” 

The greatest secrecy is observed and the 
buyers never even see the man who sells the.n 
the whisky. On trial they can and do swear 
that no laws were broken, that they found the 
stuff or invent any evasive excuse they see fit. 
There are no witnesses, because no man sees 
his neighbor, and the go-between, if appre- 
hended, can be as fortile of effective denials 
and excuses as the rest, as his operations are 
confined to one man at a time. 

The business, as before stated, has been car- 
ried on inand around Marietta for at least two 
years. Said an attache of the custom house: 
‘Officers of the law are in collasion with the 
law-breakers. One man,a Marietta city officer, 
has been particalarly active within the past 
two months in keeping the illicit deaiers posted 
on the movements and plans of the authorities, 
and is also said to act in the capacity of drum- 
mer for the yrade.’’ \ 

All, or nearly all, of this whisky is purchased 
right in Atlania. 

It is known that within the past seven or 
eight months over 800 gallons of whisky have 
been bought in Atlanta, and disposed of up 
there in the mauner aforementioned. 

White men in Marietta do the buying in lots 
of ten to fifty gallons at a time,and negroes do 
the peddling. 

General Phillips, who isin the department 
of District Attorney Darnell in this city, is one 
of the Marietta cit zens who has openly deti 
these men. In return, he says, they poisoned fiis 
family’s supply of milk about two months 
ago, with the evident intentton of killing him 
and his whole family. The poison was dis- 
covered before any harm was done. On an- 
other occasion one of the leaders of the gang 
threatened in tle ottice of the United States 
court to ‘‘cut Phillips’s guts outif he gota 
chance.”’ . 

About two months ago Tom and Dennis 
Alexander and William Teasley, negroes, 
members of the gang. were arrested, and are 
stillin jail. The principal witnosses against 
them were Joe Wright and Caleb Goggins. 

Wright was murdered before he could give 
his testimony. 7 

Goggins, at the instance of the gang, was ar- 
rested, tried and convicted of the marder. 
This conviction was peculiar. The jury on 
the first ballot stood, 40 acquittal to 2 for con- 
viction; then $ to4; then 6 to 6, thus reversing 
until they stood two for acquittal to ten for 
conviction. The verdict was a compromise, 
whereby Goggins was reeommended to the 
mercy of the court. 

This saved his neck. 

The general belief among the local author- 
ities is that Goggins is entirely innocent of the 
murder. 

And it is borne out by the fact thatin the 
trial he proved an alibi by over a dozen trust- 
worthy witnesses. 

Previous to the murder both Goggins and 
Wright had been fired at by members of the 
gang, and their, lives threatened on numerous 
occasions, because it was thought they ‘‘knew 
too much.” 

It is known absolutely that Wright was 
killed by a member or members of the blind 
tiger gang. ' 

‘The United States grand jury has now 
been at work on the cases for three weeks. 
In that time they have examined seventy 
witnesses, and have returned a number of 
indictments. 

Yesterday afternoon a posse of 
States deputy marshals and deputy collectors 
went to Marietta toeffect the arrest of the 
men indicted, but had not returned with them 
up to a late hour last night.

The appointment, as shown by the general 
discussion yesterday,is one that gives universal 
satisfaction. 

The confirmation by the senate was entirely 
a foregone conclusion, the only unofficial feat- 
uré being its heartiness and unanimity. 

The Appropriation Bill. 

The appropriation bill was finished yesterday 
by the senate, and then passed, as amended 
br the finance committee. 

There are just four amendments to the house 
bill,

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ATLANTA'S SEWERS. 
Mr. Rudolph Hering Sends in an Elaborate 
Repert. 


Mr. Rudolph Hering, of New York, who has 
been engagedin examining Atlanta’s sewer 
tem, has prepared an elaborate and cxten- 
ve report covering the entire sewage of the 


city. 

The paper is in the hands of the Hon. Jacob 
Haas, chairman of the sewer committee. 

And it will be presented by him to the gen- 
eral council along with his annual report of 
the sewer work of 1890. 

Mr. Hering is one of the -finest civil engi- 
neers of the east, and has made an especial 
study of sewer construction. Soon after his 
election three years ago, Mr.- Haas turned his 
attention to Atlanta's sewers, and at once se- 
cured Mr. Hering’s services. The gentleman 
came to Atlanta and made a thorough study of 
the sewers, and now he sends in a report con- 
taining his knowledge of the system, and ad- 
vice as to the work necessary to be done. The 
report covers fifty pages of legal cap paper, 
and is a mode! of neatness and perfection. It 
contains 20,000 words or more and, unlike most 
papers of tho kind, is interestingand enter- 
taining. 

It is not at all dry. : 

In his introduction Mr. Hering gives a his- 
tory of Atlanta’s sewer system from its incep- 
tion. In that introduction he says Atlanta 
has never followed any system in constructing 
sewers. ‘“‘If, for twenty years past, says the 
report, ‘‘the sewers had been Jaid out and con- 
structed according to a well-devised plan, the 
condition of the city in this particular woald 
be far better than it is today. 

‘The city has about seventeen miles of sew- 
erage discharging into numerous water courses 
at varying distances from the center of the 
city, ranging trom 600 yards to one and a half 
miles. Many of them are old water courses 
walled up with rough masonry, which rather 
hold back filth instead of removingit, and 
thus causing at many places dangerous 
nuisances.”’ 

The report contains a chapter on the object 
of sewerage works. This chapter is full and 
complete, and has many interesting things. 

Mr. Hering then discourses upon the general 
topography and existing conditions. This sec- 
tion of the report shows a thorough knowledge 
of Atlanta’s sewer system as it is today. 

He then descants upon the disposal of sew- 
erage. Iie then shows how the collection of 
sewerajre can be disposed of. Mr. Hering says 
Atlanta is naturally divided into five main 
districts which drain the city. The first dis- 
trict, according to his report, is tho mineral 
spring branch; the second is Loyd street; the 
third,Connolly street ; the fourth, Butlerstreet: 
the tifth, Orme street. Each of these systems 
is described fully. Mr. Hering then talks 
about the sizes of sewers and their construc- 
tion with a view to the velocity of the sewage. 
He then speaks of the sectional shapeof sewers 
and shows how the sanitary condition is 
affected by it. He writes of the depth and 
grade and advocates drops when the slope of 
sewer is steep. He disposes of junction and 
house connections in a lengthy and interesting 
chapter, and shows the necessity of manholes 
for ventilation and inspection. 

He writes of gutters, street water inlets and 
catch basins.

‘‘As requested,’’ says Mr. Hering in the 
report, ‘‘I give you herewith the outlines 
of the various methods which are commonly 
used in paying for sewerage improvements. 
The necessary money is usec in either of three 
ways: ? 

‘First, the entire system is paid for by the 
proceeds of aloan. This method greatly raises 
the indebtedness of a city, and is seldom 
adopted,

Chief Joyner, of the fire department, and his 
foremen, have been engaged in their semi- 
annual tour of inspection since Wednesday 
morning, and will finish up their labors this 
evening. ‘ 

All the business portion of the city has been 
thoroughly inspected, anda partial look has 
also been taken into the residence portion. 

One object of this tour of investigation and 
inspection, is to give the fire laddies an 
opportunity to study the construction of the 
buildings,and to get the lay of the land, for pos- 
sible future advantage. 

Chief Joyner has also given orders for the 
cleaning out of all cellars, closets and hallways 
of all combustibles, such as papers, wood, 
ashes, rags, etc. He reports the general condi- 
tion of things as ‘better than ever 
before, which indicates that the people 
are beginning to .realize the necessity 
for guarding themselves as far as in their 

wer lies against the fire fiend. 

“That city ordinance passed two months 
ago against defective flues ought to be strictly 
enforced,”’ said Chief Joyner yesterday. ‘*‘More 
fires are started from bad chimneys in this 
city than from any other cause. The new or- 
dinance provides a good sized penalty for any 
property-holder who allows wood in any form 
to come in contact with the chimney. The 
law has not been in operation long enough to 
render it thoroughly effective, but time will 
remedy that. It is the strongest kind of a 
necessity, and should be enforced to the let- 
ter.’’ , 

‘‘A fire from this cause is the most trouble- 
some and dangerous kind. After a certain period 
of use ail the woodwork in proximity to the 
chimney becomes dry as tinder, and a hot 
fire in the stove or grateis liable to start it 
blazing at any moment. When the depart- 
ment arrives at the scene, the fire is usually 
well under way and is found in the strangest 
places—in the walls, partitions and a 
and we always have hard work to get it under 
control. 

The attention of the citizens of Atlanta has 
probably ere this been attracted by a city or- 
dinance printed in the daily papers ordering 
that certain buildings, where deemed neces- 
sary, shall be equipped with fire escapes. 

This thing has Ken urged upon the city for 
a nuimber of years by Chief Joyner, but no 
effective work was done in.the matter until 
the last legislature took it up at a special 
session in 1889. They not only made general 
tire regulations for the state, but granted the 
Atlanta common council the power to make, 
and the courts to execute, ordinances in- 
digenous to the immunity of a city from fire. 

Special attention is directed to section 3 of 
the ordinance, which provides that after its 
publication in twodaily papers for fifteen days, 
which will give everybody an opportunity to 
see it, the owners, agents or tenants in posses- 
sion of buildings coming under its require- 
ments will be given ninety daysin which to 
comply with them. 

‘Should any owner, agent or tenantin pos- 
session of any such building fail to comply 
with the provisions of the ordinance within 
the time specitied, he or she shall be subjected 
to a tine not exceeding $100 and costs, and im-

All who come within the scope of this or- 
dinance are advised that the recorder’s court

But the queerest fight— | 

The most original— 

The strangest fight mado on the educa- 
tional appropriations was that by Senator 
Irvine, of the forty-second. 

It was a legislative curiosity. 

The finance committee left the Technologi- 
cal school appropriation atthe figure of the 
house, $22,500. 

Senator Irvine, who is a school teacher, 
wanted it reduced to $13,000. 

He took asa basis for his estimate the re- 
ports of the Junatic asylum and of the acade- 
mies for the blind and for the deaf and dumb, 
showing the cost to the state per capita per 
day of the patients at these institutions. 

Therefore, he argued, the Technological 
school students ought to cost so much, an equal 
amount per day per capita. 

The senator then wert ahead to taik up 
Emory college, where, he said, a technolog- 
ical schouvl was established several years ago. 
That school asked nothing of the state. ‘The 
toiling masses were not taxed for the support 
of that school. 

It was almost self-supnerting. It was doing 
good tothe whole state. Its cost was phe- 
nomenally small. Then this school was es- 
tablished, breaking down the technological 
schoo! at Emory. 

Another notable feature about the estimate 
of $13,000 is that an income for the support of 
the schooi was expected from the damage to 
desks and furniture—there being a rule to fin 
students for that. 

This damage-to-furniture fund, instead of 
going to repair or replace the furniture, was to 
support a great public institution. 

(juite a number of speeches were made; ll 
in favor of the school, and then Senator I- 
vine’s amendment was voted down over- 
whelmingly. 

The appropriation for the school was left at 
$22,500. ;

He was bound over to the city court for mis- 
demeanor, in two counts, the first being a 


charge of cheating and swindling, the allega- 
tions being that he obtained supplies of corn, 
bacon, hay and other things to the amount of

He represented that he owned a certain tract 
of land in Campbell county, and two mills in 
the same county in his own right and title.

THE SECOND COUNT. 


The second count was based on tho same al- 


legations, and charged him with misdemeanor, 
but under another section of the code the 
crime was defined as obtaining goods 
under false pretenses. 

The case was begun Wednesday. Latham 
and Arnold & Arnold appearing for the de- 
fense, and Solicitor O’Bryan conducting the 
prosecution. 

The case went to the jury Wednesday even- 
ing, anda sealed verdict was handed in yes- 
terday. 

HE WAS CONVICTED. 

The verdict was not guilty on the first count, 
but guilty on the second count. 

At noon Judge Van Epps passed sentence, 
which was $1,000 fine or one year’s contine- 
nent in the county jail. 

Hathcock gave bond in the sum of $2,000, 
and gaye notice df a motion for a new trial. 

Court was then adjourned until the first 
Monday in January, after having concluded a 
very busy year’s work.
